. AGAINST THE RAILROAD. 


Chicago Wins the Suit Against the Ilinols 
Central in the Lake Frent. Case. 


Washington, December 5.—The supreme 
court today o1i-the cago-Ilinois Central 
lake front case, decided against the rail- 
Toad, substantially affirming. the decision 
of the court below. Justice delivered 
the opinion. The object of the suit was 
to obtain judicial determination of the ti- 
tle to certain lands on the lake front, Chi- 
cag., which has been reclaimed from the 
waters of the lake and are occupied by the 
Failroad company, and also of the title 
claimed by the company to subm 
lands constituting the 
east of its tracks within the corporate lim- 
its of the gity. 

The co holds the modern doctrine, 
that the same rules which apply to sov- 
erignty over lands covered by tidewaters 
within the limits of the several states are 
applicable to the lands covered by the wa- 
ters of the great lakes of this country 
over which is conducted an extended com- 
merce with different states and foreign 
countries, These lakes possess all the gen- 
eral characteristics of the open segs, ex- 
cept in the freshness of their watefs and 
in the absence of an ebb and flow of tide. 
In other respects they are inland sefs and 
there is no reason or principle for “¥e as- 
sertion of dominion and sovereignty over 
and ownership by the state of lands déver- 
ed by tidewaters that is not easily appli- 
cable to its ownership of and the dominion 
and sovereignty of lands covered by the

Will Be Twice Forwarded to Washington.

“The bill having passed the senate, and 
having gone to the house, where i have not 
the privilege of advocating its passage, 1 de 
sire to briefly reter to it in order that its 
purpose and effect may not be misunder- 


stood. 

“Fully appreciating their importance I dis- 
claim uny prejudice against insurance com- 
panies or other corporations, yet there ure 
times when legisiation effecting their meth- 
ods is both just and needful. ‘his bill does 
no injustice to insurance companies, yet it is 
& protection to the assured, It appiies ony 
to buildings, because there the value is easi- 
ly determined and not constantly changing. 

“it is not surprising that insurance com- 
panies disapprove the bill, as it cuts off that 
part of their revenue for which they incur 
no risk. ‘Te explain, | recite an insurance 
transaction of cumumon occurrence: 

“A person in good faith insures his dwell- 
ing for $5,000 and he pays the premium on 
that amount. His house is destroyed by 
fire aud presently he is confronted by an ad- 
juster. If the adjuster cannot suc 
ceed in making a satisfactory settle- 
ment (to his insurance company) the mat- 
ter is submitted to arbitration. ‘The award 
of the arbitrator is that the full value of the 
dwelling was $4,000, and as the company 
assumes only three-fourths of the risk, the 
said company tenders the assured $3, in 
full settlement. The assured is helpless. 
His contract of insurance—as long as a 
man’s arm—is full of conditions, stipula- 
tions and provisos; litigation is expensive 
and uncertain, therefore, rather than risk 
a lawsuit and suffer the consequent delay, 
for he is without a home and needs the 
money, he accepts the compromise. Now, 
the company has wrongfully collected the 
premium on $2,000, and were there no loss 
to occasion a settlement the company 
would continue to so collect through a pe 
riod of years. Who can name a solitary 
instance where a company, after effecting 
a compromise has returned this excess pre 
mium ?”’ 

“It is said that the passage of this bill 
will make insurance higher.” Z 

Senator Jlersons answered: I say, 
in reply that it is both better 
and r cheaper to pay a highe 
rate on a policy that is colleetable at its 
face value, than to pay a lesser rate on & 
policy that w... ve scaled 33 to 50 per cent 
in event of loss. The bill extends no aid 
to the dishonest who would defrand insur- 
ance companies. The company issuing a 
policy need not name a sum beyond the in- 
surable value of a building, but having done 
so and having collected the required pre- 
mium, in qgse of total loss it must pay the 
full policy. The bill expressly states that 
the assured must comply Witu «il = —— 
regulations governing lusurance, an 
vides for the recovery of the full sum named 
in the face of the policy only where there is 
a total loss. There is nothing in the bill 
which prevents an estimate when the loss 
is partial. 

As to the declaration that the bill will be 
inoperative and easily evaded, if it becomes 
a law: that is a question which the courts, 
and not the insurance companies will deter- 
mine.

In this connection we wish to congrat- 
ulate our Augusta contemporary, The 
Chronicle, on the splendid showing it 
makes for that city in the following state- 
ment: 

The city of Augusta does not owe a dollar 
and has no floating debt. This is a splendid 
record. With an income of $90,000 a year 
from her canal and waterworks, which public 
works Augusta could sell for half a million 
dollars more than her public debt, her finan- 
cial condition is not second to that of any 
city in the country. When it is remembered, 
to the honor of Augusta, that she has never 
scaled either the interest or principal of her 
public debt incurred before, during and since 
the war, the city is entitled to a high finan- 
cial standing. With her uyblemished record 
of public faith untarnished, the securities of 
Augusta are fust as good as the bonds of 
the United States, and should be floated at a 
rate of interest only a little in advance of 

athe rate of interest paid by the government 


itself. 
From other towns in the state come 


reports of progress—a recent revival of 
business and the immediate establishment 
of such new enterprises as will contribute 
very largely to the growth and influence 
of communities. : 3 
Another year shall see a great advance 
in the business interests of the south and, 
indeed, of those of the whole country.

‘ The current issue of that greatest of 
modern magazines, the Review of Re 
views, pays a deserved compliment to The 
New York Sun, but pushes matters a

An Extra Session Precedent. 

Among the reasons assigned why no 
extra session of congress should be held 
the coming spring is that such sessions 
heretofore have been of no benefit but, 
on the contrary, of positive injury to the 
party responsible for them. When these 
precedents are examined it will be found 
that the case mostly relied upon is the 
extra session of 1841 called after the over- 
whelming whig victory of 1840. 

This extra session will be seen, upon 
examination, to furnish no reason why 
we should not have an extra session in 
1893, but it does show that any extra 
session is more likely to injure than to 
benent the party in power, if its perform- 
ances do not come up to the promises 
made to the country in the canvass re- 
sulting in its election. 

President Harrison was inaugurated in 
March 1841 and he immediately issued 
his proclamation convening congress in 
extra session early in the following sum- 
mer. Congress met on the day appointed, 
but in the meantime Harrison had died 
and Tyler had succeeded to the presiden- 
cy. Now Mr. Tyler, so far as his opinions 
on the bank question—then the important 
issue-were concerned, was much more 
of a democrat than a whig, so much more 
so, that if so great a calamity as the

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Evading the Real Issue. 


The president of the New York cotton 
exchange writes a short card to The New 
York Sun in order to say that the rise in 
cotton shows that the option gambling an- 
nexes of the exchanges have no influence 
on the price of cotton. He says: “One 
of the chief assertions on the part of the 
advocates of the Washburn-Hatch anti- 


option bill has been that the exchanges 


of the country are banded together for 
the purpose of depressing prices of farm 
products, that the interest of all traders 
on such exchanges lies in the direction 
of low prices, and that all their energies 
are devoted to that end.” 

The president of the New York cotton 
exchange describes this assertion as ab- 
surd, and it is. It is so absurd, indeed, 
that no thoughtful—we had nearly said, 
no sensible—person would make it. No- 
body supposes that the exchanges of the 
country “are banded together for the pur- 
poses of depressing farm products.” But 
everyhody who takes any interest in the 
subject at all knows that gambling in 
produce that has no existence has a de 
cided influence on the prices of produce 
that does exist. 

This assertion needs no special argu- 
ment or illustration to substantiate it. 
It is a fact that demonstrates itself every 
day in the year excpt Sundays and hol- 
idays, It is admitted by men who deal 
in produce, and some of the most ardent 
advocates of the anti-option law are those 
who most thoroughly understand the ins 
and outs of option gambling. 

The president of the New York cotton 
exchange refers in his brief card to the 
buying and selling of contracts for future 
delivery, but he might write on this sub- 
ject for twelve months and never touch 
the matter at issue. The trading in con- 
tracts that have produce of any sort at 
the end of them is a perfectly legitimate 
form_of-business, and no attack has been 
made ‘on it. 

The whole matter of contention between 
the exchanges and the public is in regard 
to gambling in options—in regard to spec- 
ulation in cotton, wheat and other farm 
products that have no existence save in 
the minds and memorandum books of the 
gamblers who are engaged in the bus- 
iness. A 

In the single item of cotton, there were 
bales enough sold right under the nose 
of the New York cotton exchange to sup- 
ply the world for a half dozen years. 
When the president of that exchange 
intimates that such transactions have no 
influence on the price of the staple he 
is simply talking around the brim of his 
beaver hat. 


The Monroe Doctrine Again. 

It is more than likely that the new ad- 
ministration will have an early opportu- 
nity to take decisive action concerning the 
Monroe doctrine. 

The latest intelligence is to the effect 
that the Panama Railroad Company, char- 
tered under the laws of New York, is now 
under the control of the French govern- 
ment. This is due to the collapse of the 
Panama Canal Company which held most 
of its stock. An order has been issued 
forbidding after February Ist any 
through bills of lading from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific to be accepted from the 
railroad’s American representatives. Af- 
ter that date the road will be absolutely 
under the control of France. 

Now, this amounts to a defiance of the 
Monroe doctrine, under which we have 
declared that no European power shall 
ever obtain and hold domination over any 
portion of the western hemisphere. More- 
over, under our treaty with the republic 
through which the raflroad passes our 
rights are superior to those of other na- 
tions in regard to the use and control of 
ports and railways. It will be seen that 
the seizure by France of this transporta- 
tion line interferes with our treaty rights, 
and makes a strong European power 
master of transit across the isthmus. 

At a time when our government is seri- 
ously considering the idea of aiding the 
Nicaragua canal enterprise it is plain 
enough that it will not submit to French 
ageression on the isthmus. We are not 
called upon to make any new departure 
or change our policy. Ali that we have to 
to do is to enforce the well- 
settled American doctrine formu- 
lated by President Monroe. We 
cannot afford to allow any of the strong 
governments of the old world to establish 
themselves on this side of the water in 
localities where they can control -com- 
merce and hold a commanding position in 
the event of war. Our own self-protection 
makes it necessary to jealously guard our 
interests and prevent even the slightest 
foreign encroachment. That this will be 
the policy of Mr. Cleveland's administra- 
‘tion we do not for one moment doubt.

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The Extra Session. 
From The Macon, Ga., Telegraph. 

As far as we are able to observe, the idea 
that there should be an extra session of con- 
gress next year to deal with the tariff ques- 
tion, is being generally accepted by democrats. 
The opposition, vigorous at first in certain 
quarters, seems to be dying out. The rea- 
sons advanced for that opposition were not 
strong, the principal one being that any ‘“‘un- 
due haste” in dealing with so important a 
matter as the tariff, would cause alarm and 
possiMy precipitate a panic. When all the 
facts of the case are remembered, it is dif 
ficult to see how any one at this late day 
could regard the calling of an extra session 
as evidence that the tariff would be revised 
with “undue haste.”’ For years the demo- 
crats have been trying to revise it. In 1887, 
five years ago, the necessity of revising it 
was so great that Mr. Cleveland neglected 
every other subject in his recommendations 
to congress. A few months later the demo- 
cratic house actually passed a tariff reform 
bill.

cants on the grounds, eleventh declares that 
we will not vote for any man who opeuly ad- 
vocates the liquor tratliec or for a man who 
drinks. : 

_Dr., Candler took the floor opposing the 
ninth resolution, as the Woman’s Christian 
‘Temperance Union fayored woman's suf- 
Sage, but the Rev. Mr. Wadsworth aud 
others favored the adoption as a whole. anid 
it was so ordered and duly announced by 
the bishop. 

Then some of the delegates got to think- 
ing and some one called for a reconsidera- 
tion. Others wanted to offer amend- 
ments and _ substitutes. Jche  con- 
ference Zot very much nixed. 
Confusion reigned for some __ time. 

Eloquent speeches were nade and amend- 
ments and substitutes accepted by the com- 
mittee, until finally the entire set of resolu- 
tions were mutilated. 

The conference the. decided to take them 
up seriatim. The first was adopted; the 
second and third were stricken: the fourth 
adopted: the fifth modified so as to recom- 
mend that The Adyvoeaie give specs 
to temperance; the sixth stricken; the sevent 
laid on the table; the eighth stricken by a 
vote of sevenuty-nine ~o seyenty-seren; the 
ninth stricken and a substitute adopted, 
co-operating with all temperance move- 
ments; the tenth adopted; the eleventh 
stricken. © 

The resolutions as amended were then 
adopted as a whole. 

The special order of the day was, “where 
shall the next conference meet?’ Gaines- 
ville, Forsyth, Rome, Augusta and Dalton 
were placed in nomination. Before the first 
ballot was taken Dalton and Augusta were 
withdrawn.

Some very important matters are before 
the committee on immigration, and Billie 
Osborne, chairman of the committee, has 
had his hands fuil lately. The bill of Flem- 
ing, of Richmond, to 
establish in the state 
a bureau of = im- 
migration, has been 
holding the atten- 
tion of of the com- 
mittee, and the meet- 
ings of the commit- 
tee have been atten- 
ded by a large num- 
ber of members of 
the Northern Socie- 
ty of Atlanta, who 
are very much in- 
terested in the fur- 
thering of immigra- 
tion to Georgia. J 
They have an ax to grind and the work 
they ard doing towards this end is solely 
for the general good of the state. A bill 
will be handed by the committee to the house 
very soon for the purpose of promoting the 
work of securing it. : 

The committee has framed a bill estab- 
lishing a commissioner of immigration for 
the state. He is to be allowed $1,500 per 

ear and $900 for a clerk. His duties are to 

e as follows: 

Sec. 2. The duties of said office shall bp 
performed by a commissioner of immigration, 
who shall be appointed by the governor, with 
the advice and consent of the senate, to carry 
out the provisions of the act for the term 
of two years from the date of his appointment 
and shall serve during the said term of two 
years, or until his successor is appointed, and 
shall have qualified. The commissioner of 
immigration must be a resident of the state 
of Georgia, and possess the qualifications re- 
quired by law for holding office in the state. 

Sec. 3. The person so appointed shall upon 
bis confirmation proceed to qualify by sub- 
scribing to the proper ogth of office, and de- 
positing with the governor of the state his 
official bond in the sum of five thousand 
($5,000) dollars, with such surety as the gov- 
ernor shall approve, and conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the duties of his 
office, 

Sec. 4. Ie shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioner of immigration to look after and de- 
vise means to advance the immigration ip- 
terests of Georgia and to encourage and pro- 
motg the permanent settlement and improve- 
ment of all sections of the state. He shall 
have charge of the prepartion, publication 
and distribution by mail and otherwise of any 
and all documents and articles of reading mat- 
ter pertaining to the growth and development 
of the agricultural, manufacturing, commer- 
cial and mining interests of the state of Geor- 
a. He shall attend to all correspondence 
relating to immigration, and shall all in 
his power by letter. by the use of published 
printed matter, and through personal effort 
to secure the most liberal and extensive ad- 
vertisement of the resources and advantages 
of Georgia. It shall be his aim to.induce in- 
vestment of capital in agricultural, manufac- 
turing, mining and the different industrial 
and mercantile pursuits, and to facilitate the 
coming to Georgia of persons and families 
seeking permanent locations for new homes. 

Sec. 5. The commissioner of immigration is 
hereby declared to be ex-officio state statis- 
tician. It shall be his duty to obtain and 
collate in tabulated form for reference, sta- 
tistics showing county, municipal and other 
public indebtedness of all kinds, the assessed 
valuation of real and personal property; the 
acreage in each county in cotton and grMn, 
specifying the kind; the number of cattle, 
horses, mules, hogs and sheep, and the popula- 
tion white and colored; vital statistics and 
all other information pertaining to and show- 
ing condition, growth and development of the 
state; the number of schoolhouses in each 
county, both public and private; the number 
of children of school age, white and colored, 
and the number who attend school during the 
year in each county, and also those in the 
state who do not have school advantages, etc.

Battling Over the Bible.

He did not 
think that Bible reading as practiced in 
schools generally accomplishes any special 
good. 

An amendment was proposed to the effect 
that the question be left optional with the 
county school boards which is the effec of 
the present laws. This was not agreed to 
in the committee and the bill was ordered 
favorably reported.

To Carry Him a Prisoner to the Police 
Statien. 
A PATROLMAN DEPUTIZES A NEGRO 


To Carry a White Prisoner, anda Big Pight 
Was the Result—The Case Reported 
to the Chief and Captain English. 


One of the liveliest sensations that po- 
lice circles have known in some time was 
preeipitated yesterday morning, when Pa- 
trolman Verner, of the city police force, 
deputized a negro to carry a white man, 
whom he had arrested, to, the police station. 

The white man resisted, and declared that 
he would never consent to be carried to 
the station house by a negro. He proceeded 
to make good his word by knocking the dep- 
utized negro down. A hard fight ensued 
between “the two, and a half hundred peo- 
ple gathered about and watched it, and 
after it had been stopped, followed them to 
the police station. 

The two white men were Ed Burns and 
Joe Brooks.. At 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, Patrolman Verner found them on Ma- 
rietta street, in front of Tynens. He ar- 
rested them for drunk and started to the 
police station, walking between them. He 
did pot call the wagon as it was so near in. 

The Negro Called In. 

He found some difficulty in carrying the 
two men, but got as far as Whitehall street 
crossing with them. There he met Charley 
Calhoun, a negro, who was formerly em- 
ployed at the police station as janitor, and 
who officer Verner recognized. He called 
to the negro to assist him, and Calhoun 
readily responded. Patrolman Verner turn- 
ed one of the men over to the negro to 
carry to the police station. 

The white man declared that he would not 
allow a negro to carry him to the police 
station, and stopping he demanded in em- 
phatic language that the negro. release him. 
Calhoun didn't do it. 

But he turned loose about a half a second 
later, for the enraged white man planted 
a stunning blow ig his face, which caused 
him to release his grip. Quick as lightning 
he hit him again. Then before any.one of 
the numerous spectators that came running 
up could in‘erfere, Calhoun and the white 
man were rolling in the mud. It was done 
so quickly that there is a great diversity 
of opinion as‘to how it was done. Different 
stories were tola about it, but all agreed 
that both the negro and the white man got 
pretty well covered with mud during the 
scrimmage. 

He Went with the White Man. 

Finally, Bail:ff Pat MeCullough came up 
and took charge of the white man. He 
found no difficult in carrying the white man 
to the police station. During the fight a hun- 
dred excited people gathered, and the crowd 
followed. 

At the police station the two men were 
allowed to go upon putting up fifteen dollars 
as security for taeir appearance. The crowd 
that followed the officers to the station, 
generally disapproved Patrolman Verner’s 
act in deputizing a negro to carry a white 
prisoner. In reply to the remarks that were 
made te him-.on this line, the officer said 
that it was an urgent case and he had to 
have help at once. He said that the negro 
did nothing cxcept what would be expected 
of any citizen who might be deputized to 
assist an officer in an emergency. Other 
gentlemen deur the officer out in this, but 
censure him for deputizing a negro. 
. The case was. re -to Chief of Police 
Connolly and to Captain English, of the 
police board, and they were asked to in- 
vestigate the matter. Captain English 
riade inquiries into the affair. It is uot 
known what action, if any, he will take in 
the case,
